The Traffic Death of Mr. Nelson Long 


Near Maroa Yesterday. 


From 'Pttt.siliij't Daily. 


A terrible accident resulting in the al- 


most instant death of Mr. Nelson Long, 
one of the old settlers and farmers of Ma- 
roa township, took place on yesterday af- 
ternoon, within a stone's throw of the de- 
ceased's home. It appears that Mr. Long, 
during the forenoon was driving abont 
the town of Maroa a powerful colt, of 
which he wns specially 
proud. 
The 


young horse was generally admired. Af- 
ter dinner Mr. Long determined to util- 
ize the colt, and he hitched him to a 
wagon together with a less spirited horse, 
and drove out alone into his wheat field 
to bring in a load. The wagon was heav- 
ily loaded with sheaves of wheat placed 
on a rick, which has a sort of ladder at- 
tachment in front. MrTLoug was on top 
of the load driving toward his barn one 
mile north of Maron, and everything went 
well until the team crossed the Midland 
Railway track, when from some unknown 
cause the team became frightened and 
started to run away. Mr. Long endea- 
vored to hold the scared horses in check 
by bracing himself against the ladder ar- 
rangement in front, but the ladder broke 
off at the bottom, and 'the aged farmer 
was precipitated suddenly beneath the 
heels of the horses, and the wheels of the 
wagon passed over his body from the 
right side of his face in a diagonal direc- 
ion toward his left side, crushing a part 
of his face and breaking four or five ribs. 
One of his thumbs caught in a -wire fence 
and the flesh was torn of)'. When picked 
up by friends who hurried to his side Mr. 
Jong said: "What are yon doing? 
It's

he died. The dreadful accident has east 
i gloom over the en'.ire community in 


hieh the victim had lived and prospered 
or a period of nearly 25 years. Mr. Long 
was a native of Warren county, Ohio, and 
viis about 55 years of age. He owned 
mproved farms in Macon nud DeWitt 
ounties, aggregating about ",00 acres, 
nd was reputed to be worth $50,000. He 
aid considerable attention to the stock 
usinees, and was a greaflover of tlior- 
ughbred horses. 
The deceased leaves a widow, who is 


subject to severe nervous attacks, and 
three children, one of whom is Mrs. Harry 
Potter, the wife of the clerk of the Tilace 
Hotel, in this city. The other children 
are Mr. William Long, proprietor of the 
Maroa tile factory, and Miss Annie Long, 
aged abont 15 years. The deceased was 
a brother-in-law of the Messrs. Stonten- 
borough. tarmers, near Maron. 


The runaway team was caught shortly 


after the accident near Mr. Beard's place. 


News of the accident was received in 


this city yesterday afternoon bv telegraph, 
and Dr. W. J. Chenoweth and Mr. Potter 
went north on the 3:130 train, but before 
their arrival Mr. Lone had expired. 


The funeral will take place to-moi row.

Bishop Warren, of Atlanta, Ga., one of 
the new bishops of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, who was elected on the first 
ballot at the General Assembly at Cincin- 
nati, in 1880, by a heavy vote. 
Henry 


White Warren, D. D., who is about 50 
years of age, was Ijorn in Massachusetts. 
Before his election as bishop he was a 
member of the Philadelphia Conference. 
He graduated at the Wesleyan University 
in 1853, and taught ancient languages 
two years at Wilbraham Seminary in 
Massachusetts. He joined the New Eng- 
land conference in 1855, acd was stationed 
at Westfield, Lynn, Charlebtowu, Cam- 
bridge and twice in Boston. In 1864 he 
was elected by the senate to preach the 
election sermon before the government of 
Massachusetts. In 1S71 he was trans- 
ferred to the Philadelphia conference, and 
in 1874 to New York Bait. In 1877 he 
was re-transferred to Philadelphia, and 
stationed the second time at Arch street 
church. He has contributed several pa- 
pers to the Methodist Quarterly Review; 
has been editorial correspondent of the 
Christian Advocate since 1862; and hav- 
ing traveled iu Europe and the east, on 
his return he published in 1874 a volume 
entitled "Sights and Insights." He is also 
the author of several valuable works on 
popular astronomy. 


THE MOUSING SERMON. 


At 10-30 a. m. the large audience room 


of the First M. E. Church wns filled al- 
most completely by Christian people to 
bear the first sermon by the new bishop. 
The lostrum 
and sacred 
desk 
were 


adorned with a number of beautiful lioral 
designs tastefully arranged, and the church 
was comfortable because it was cool and 
well ventilated. 


The services began promptly at 10:.'30, 


by the choir and congregation joining in 
singing the 243d hymn, "Far 
from my 


thoughts, vain world begone." Eev. E. 
N. Davies, 13. D., made the opening 
prayer, after which the bishop read the 
morniug lesson taken from the 58th chap- 
ter of Isaian, and the Hth to 24th verses 
of the 4th chapter of St. Luke. The 288th 
hymn, "Grace, 'tis a charming sound," 
was then sung. 


The Bishop was introduced by Dr. 


Davies, but before the distinguished di- 
vine selected his text he invoked the Di- 
vine blessing on the words he might utter, 
and then repeated his text found iu the 
second verse of the sixth chapter of Gala- 
tiaus: "Bear ye oue another's burdens, 
and so fulfill the law of Christ.'' At the 
bishop's request the congregation repeat- 
ed the text, and then he began his dis- 
course which consumed an hour's time. 
The sermon was logical, doctrinal, schol- 
arly and eloquent, and withal a plain pre- 
sentation of the views of the speaker of 
the attributes of p model Christian man. 
It was presented in "a manner that en- 
gaged the undivided attention of the vast 
congregation. A synopsis of the discourse 
would not do the speaker justice. The 
sermon as a whole was replete with beau- 
tiful thoughts dear to all Christian hearts, 
lothed in language polished and forcible. 
The gracefully rounded sentences tell 
'rom the lips of the bishop with no appar- 
ent attempt at elocutionary or oratorical 
display, and the words found a quick lodg- 
ment in the hearts of the attentive hear- 
ers who were manifestly touched by the 
utterances. 
The Bishop's Deference to 


Abraham, and his- comparatne remarks 
concerning Thackery and Dickens, Vctor 
ringo and Harriet Beeeher Stowe.and the 
urluence and popularity ot their works, 
were specially eloquent, and showed con- 
clusively that the people throughout 
Christendom are more general!\ interested 
u the welfare of the snUenng people than 
n the prosperity and condition of the 
vpalthy. Th? speaker's alliKiun also to i 
lie benevolence ot Petei C'noper and oth- 
er wealthy people m ti>e East, who had 
contributed of their wealth to the e<-tnb- 
lishment of various institutions of learn- 
ing that good might follow, were equally 
well put and added force to the main 
thought, that m order to biini,' happiness 
upon earth and lay 
up treasures in 


Heaven,all should cheerfully aid in bearing 


The services concluded with a hymn 


and a second collection for chorch exten- 
sion. The benediction was pronounced 
by the Bishop. 


Rev. W. H. Musgrove anneunced that 


on Monday evening the Bishop would 
deliver a lecture on "The Forces of the 
sunbeam," at the First Church. 


THE EVENING DISCOURSE. 


Bishop Warren occupied the pnlpit at 


Stapp's Chapel.and was greeted by another 
large congregation which filled the invi- 
ting audience room. The singing by the 
choir and congregation preceded the ad- 
dress, which was a presentation of the 
condition of the negro race in the Soutb, 
with which the Bishop is personally ac- 
quainted. The address was an off-hand 
recital 'of facts bearing on the matter 
treated upon, and showed -.vhat the Chris- 
tian people were doing for the blacks in 
the way of artbrding them educational ad- 
vantages. The Bishop is strongly iu fa- 
vor of more school houses and school 
teachers in the South, that the thousands 
of grossly ignorant people may be en- 
lightened and taught to dare and do for 
themselves. The interesting talk was in- 
terspersed with many anecdote's and illus- 
trations.

Informally Removed from the Old 


Masonic Building this (Thurs- 


day) Forenoon. 


The Contents of the Cavity and Historical 


Notes. 


An event of considerable interest to the 


members of the Masonic fraternity took 
place this forenoon at a few minutes be- 
fore nine o'clock. It was the informal re- 
moval of the old corner stone that was 
laid in the northeast corner of the old Ma- 
sonic two story building north of the city 
park, which has long since been used by 
John Strohm, Strohm & Radch'ff.andW. 
H. Grindol and others as a marble shop. 
The old brick building, which was built 
in 1842, has an ancient appearance, and 
its site will in the course of a few years be 
adorned by a handsome modern structure 
by the Messrs. Haworth, who purchased 
the property front the Masonic order for 
$14,000. 


Naturally the removal of the stone at- 


tracted quite a number of Masons and 
curious spectators. The Masons present 
w.eif: /oba Hatfield, the present W. M. 
? 
T 8J,°eor»e w- Bright, D. C. Shock- 
»y.' J-,Mv kowTt H. E. Poster, W. H. 
Gnndol, J. R. Qorin and J. S. Post, the 
last two named gentlemen being present 
when the stone was laid on June 24,1842, 
forty years and 26 days ago. The other 
spectators were Messrs. M. B. Patterson, 
the architect of the new Masonic build- 
ing, John Ullrichjchabod Baldwin, John 
Gibhn, a REPUBLICAN representative and 
several other gentlemen. 


' THE STONE 


was removed from its long resting plnce 
above the surface of the ground under the 
direction of Mr. Grindol. It is of lime- 
stone and weighs about 500 pounds. It 
is 30 inches in length, 17 inches wide and 
14 inches thick. On tbe side whif h was 
exposed to the east was the following in- 
scription: -JUNE 24, 1842,''nnd on the 
north end the symbols of the order, the 
compass and square. 


The stone was taken into Mr. Grindol'a 


marble shop and placed on a truck. Then 
followed the opening of the small recep- 
tacle in the centre of the stone, which was 
protected by a small marble slab, 12 inches 
long, 7 inches wide and two iuches thick, 
fastened into the top of the opening with 
cement. While Mr. Grindol picked out 
the cement with a thin chisel, the Masons 
and curious spectators gathered around 
closer nnd closer, and were manifestly im- 
patient to witness what woiild.be revealed 
on the removal of the covering. Finally 
the lid was taken off, disclosing a cavity 
9,V> inches long, 7 inches wide nnd 5 
iuches deep. All that could be seen 
in the bottom, nt first glauce,' was a mass 
of dark stuff that looked like burnt paper 
that had been dampened. The hands of 
Mr. Bright and Mr. Grindol were inserted 
into the receptacle and forth came bits of 
mondly paper, a copper plate, several 
coins covered with white monld, the rera- 
nanta of two old newspapers, n few torn 
scraps of manuscript and only the damp- 
ened half of the cover of an old bible, nil 
that was left of the book that was placed 
in the corner-stone by the late Charles 
Pnngle. 


The articles named hnd not been placed 


m a lead or any other sort of receptacle, 
but hnd evidently been laid in the bottom 
of the hole and simply covered with the 
copper plate referred to. 


Engraved on one side of the copper 


plate, in plain, script letters, are these 
words: 


"This edifice 
was erected by the titi/cns 01 Derulur 
ana Mpcon Lodge No. 8.

THE COINS. 


The coins taken out were of the follow- 


ing dates and denominations: One silver 
half dollar, 1841; one silver quarter, 1835; 
one silver 10-cent piece, 1842; one silver 
5-cent piece, 1838; and one 1-cent copper 
piece, 1820—the latter date being the year 
when the county of Macon was organized. 


It was impossible to decipher the names 


of the newspapers that were placed in the 
stone forty years ago, but Capt. Post re- 
members, as most of us are aware, that 
in 1842 Decatur was without a newspa- 
per. The Captain states that the papers 
placed jn the receptacle were copies of the 
Illinois State Register and the Sangamo 
Journal, both published at Springfield, 
111., and each dated, June, 1842. 


The old historical relies will be care- 


fully preserved and replaced in the stone 
when it is relaid. Meantime the stone 
will remain at Mr. Gnndol's shop, where 
it will doubtless be visited and examined 
by hundreds of interested citizens. 


THE SEW TEMPLE. 


The first brick on the new $15,000 Ma- 


sonic temple, now being built on the 
northwest corner of North Water and 
William streets, was laid on yesterday, 
and the work will be pushed forward with 
the greatest possible speed under the di- 
rection of the contracting architect, Mr. 
M. G. Patterson,. It is the purpose of 
the Masons to re-las the old comer stone 
in the new building, above the joists of 
the first floor in the northeast corner, 
about August 10th, and below the old 
inscription will be cut these words: "Be- 
laid August 10, 1882." Arrangements 
will be perfected for R large attendance 
of sister Lodges in Decatur on the day 
the corner stone is laid. A few predict 
that there will be no less than 15,000 
strangers in Decatur on that day of days 
in Masonic circles. 


It will be interesting to state in this 


connection that of all the members of 
Macon Lodge No. 8 who participated in 
the ceremonies of laying the corner stone 
in 1842, and witnessed Dr. Meredith 
Helm, of Springfield, depnty Grand Mas- 
ter of the state, conduct the interesting 
eiercisee, only four are living, who now 
reside in Decatnr. Their names are J 
R. Gorin, Dr. Joseph King, J. 8. Post and 
Henry Hummel! 


•1881 'Pios 
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Seriously Injured.

On yesterday at the farm of J. H. Alex- 


ander, a few miles northeast of the city, a 
purely accidental mishap occurred, the 
victim of which was Joe Alexander, son 
of the owner of the farm, and a youiig 
man well known in Decatur society cir- 
cles. On invitation Bering Burrows had 
gone to the place to assist Joe lu hauling 
new-mown hay. The two young meu 
were engaged in this healthful exercise, 
when Joe asked Bering to toss him a 
pitchfork. Bering did as he was bidden, 
but just as the fork left his hand Joe 
turned part way around, and one of the 
tine's of the fork entered Joe's body in the 
back, near the left shoulder blade, the 
point penetrating the left lung slightly.

It will produce fully 70 tons, which, 
together with the 70 other tons already in 
the mow in the big barn, will furnish 
plenty of chewing for the Haworlli stock. 
P. H. Brueck, who superintends the work 
on the place, has proven himself an ener- 
getic and thorough fermer. He has from 
9 to 15 men to oversee and <ive employ- 
ment.

ed the man while the unhappy and 
unfaithful wife held a light. 'After 
the murder the body was wheeled to 
the river and thrown in. When the 
crime had been unraveled and made 
so plain that denial was useless, the 
perpetrators of the outrage confess- 
ed all. 
The trial is set to take place 


early in August, and it was thought 
that the case would rest until then. 
But a forgotten and well-nigh obso- 
lete custom was revived and carried 
out. 
Recently, the threj murderers 


were taken from.their cells, conveyed 
to the scene of their crime, and com- 
pelled to reproduce, as accurately as 
possible, the horrible act. 
After din- 


ing —the wretched criminals being 
served with a repast in the death- 
chamber of their victim—a dummy 
was provided, and the tragedy enact- 
ed in pantomine. 
The time was 


chosen to coincide with the hour the 
sanguinary deed took place, and the 
effigy being prepared; the two male 
assassins illustrated their hideous 
crime by showing the manner in 
which the blows and stabs were orig- 
inally inflicted—the female holding 
the light meanwhile. . Then the gag- 
ging the mouth, covering the face 
with a towel, and entwining the 
leaden coils around the body, were 
gone through with. The go cart was 
then brought to the door, the victim- 
effigy placed on it, and all being 
ready, the ghastly procession started 
toward the river, the two men drag- 
ging the vehicle and the woman 
pushing behind, till they reached the 
bridge, when tbe stuffed figure was 
pitched into the- stream. The fatal 
evidence having been substantiated 
"u this sensational and ghastly man- 
ner, the magistrate* returned* home, 
and the gendarmerie conducted the 
culprits to their priooa cells, where 
they will await a certaim doom. 
The 


wisdom of 
such a pmo«>ediDg is 


questionable, but it can scarcely be 
ienied that it is barbarously cruel, 
ind that such things- are- possible' 
seems incredible.

ny made up in Decatur, entering the 
ranks and returning with a captain's 
commission in 1866, after a service 
of over five yeara • He was a most 
worthy soldier, and has been an 
equally good citizen. 
In every rela- 


tion of life he bas borne a creditable 
part, and if his party decides to 
nominate him for treasi. rer he will 
be elected and will fill the office ac- 
ceptably and well, for he is in every 
way qualified to perform its duties 
and altogether worthy to be selected 
from among his fellow citizens as a 
public officer of any kind. 


THE unanimity with which the 


Democratic papers of the fourteenth 
district endorse the nomination of 
Capt. D. H. Harts as the prohibition 
candidate for Congress,

Unless we 
nre worse mistaken than ever before 
there will be a general demand made 
by the Democratic press of the dis- 
trict, inside the next thirty days, for 
tbe nomination of Stevenson. 
It is

These States are Maine, 


Rhode Island, California, Illinois, 
Kansas and Missouri.

He withheld his 


approval from 123 bills passed by 
the late legislature. Gov. Palmer 
made some reputation in this state 
once, in the same way, but we be- 
lieve his score was not so high as 
that of New York's governoi.

Standard: 


The garrison of India at tbe pres- 


ent time may be set down as consist- 
ing of 60,000 European and 100,000 
native troops, on the effective list. 
The recent reductions in the Sepoy 
army have brought that force down 
to a lower number than it has 
at for seventy years. 
It is true that 


the commander-in-chief has declared 
that the abolition of twenty regiments 
should be effected without the army 
suffering in its total strength; but 
tbe men have almost unanimously 
refused to join other regiments than 
those in which they took service. 
Recruits will have to como forward, 
therefore, in considerable numbers 
to enable Sir Donald Stewart to be 
as good as his word; and, owing to 
the increased advantages of many 
civil occupations, the native army 
does not possess as great attractions 
as it used to. The 100,000 natives 
are, however, amply sufficient for all 
the work wo lequirp from them, and, 
could some of its component elo 
mints be increased, and others ex 
eluded, there would be few European 
armies which could show greater 
efficiency in the field.

Just above this was another 
inscription, as follows: "To be open 
ed in case of Mrs. Abraham Lincoln's 
death." This had been placed in- 
side a larger envelope, with this in- 
scription: "To be opened in case ol 
Mrs. Lincoln's death." Inside of the 
second envelope was a small envel- 
ope, note size, with a heavy black 
border. 
The inscription was similar 


to the others being: "To be delivered 
to the Judge of Cook county, in case 
of the death of Mrs. Abraham Lin- 
coln." 
These strarige documents 


were placed in the vault in ]873. 
Judge Loomis, without opening the 
third envelope, proceeded to Mr. Is 
ham's uflice, thinking that possibly 
the Hon. Robert T. Lincoln might 
be found there. 
Mr. Lincoln had 


not yet retuined from Springfield. 
In his absence it was considered im- 
proper to disclose the contents of the 
third envelope. It is presnrnecl.how- 
ever, that the contents were direc- 
tions as to wliere to lo< k for a will. 
It is not certain that Mrs. Lincoln 
eft a will. 
It was '-aid several years 


ago that she made a will, but had 
afterwards destroyed it.

north latitude.

arc from 200 to 1,000 miles m diam- 
eter. Typ''ones are similar storms 
of wind in the East Indies 


A tornado i^ confined to the con- 


tinent, begins in a tunnel .shaped 
sloud in the uppei strata of air, de- 
.cends to the eHrtb in a terrific whirl 
of wind, lichochettmg at intervals of 
one to twenty miles, and may extend 
along a major a\is for one hundred 
and fifty miles. The diameter of a 
tornado is seldom over one fourth of 
a mile, but the fury of the wind of- 
ten extends bejond the whirl with 
[ess disastrous effect. 
lu the north- 


ern hemisphere the whirl is in a di- 
rection opposite the hands of a watch 
when lying on its back. 
The course 


of a tornado is alwajs easterly.

Cavalry Group for tbe Lincoln 
Monument. 


Springfield (Mow.) RtptMic-oii. 


The final group intended for the 


National Lincoln Monument at Oak 
Ridge Cemetery in Springfield, BL, 
is nearly finished at the Ames Com- 
pany's statuary department and will 
be ready for shipment about Aug. 1. 
The figures comprising the group are 
heroic in size and are quite imposing 
in appearance. 
The scene repre- 


sented is supposed to have occurred 
on one of the battlefields of tbe late 
War; a shell has exploded in front 
of a cavalryman's horse aad the 
woundel rider has fallen to tbe 
ground in H dying condition; one 
arm is raised above his head aad be 
still grasps the bridle rein cf bis 
plunging stoed, while his head is 
supported by a comrade, the Orderly 
Sergeant of the company. The lat- 
ter stands in front of the fallen man 
with drawn sword, determined to de- 
fend him against the advancing foe. 
The horse, thoroughly frightened, 
has reared on his hind legs, and with 
distended nostrils and flowing mane 
is about to gallop oft'. 
The position 


of the figures, the expression of Fg- 
ony, determination, aud teiror de- 
picted on the faces, are all tint? to 
life. 
On the ground, scattered about, 


are the bugle, bat, aria carbine of 
the dying soldier. This group is 
about ten and one-half feet high and 
weighs 5,500 pounds. It has re- 
quired about one year to do the 
work. 
The monument occupies a 


commanding position in tbe ceme- 
tery, standing ninety-eight feet in 
height from the base. It cost $136, 
550, and each group $13,700, mak- 
ing' the entire cost of the work $206,- 
550. 
Larkin G. Mead was the de- 


signer, and the statuary work baa 
been done under the supervision of 
Melzar H. Mosman, the Araes Com 
pany's foreman.

Newspaper Postage. 


R W. Townshend, member of con- 


gress from Illinois, is a Democrat, 
but sound on tbe question of news- 
paper postage. 
He said in a recent 


speech 


I wish to call particular attention 


to a bill which I introduced and had 
leferred to a committee, repealing 
the section of the law requiring post- 
age on newspapers mailed from the 
office of publication 
I regard that 


as a tas upon the intelligence of the 
people which the postal revenue can 
afford to dispense with. This would 
occasion but a comparatively small 
reduction of receipts. In answer to 
a resolution of inquiry, which I pre- 
sented to this house, the postmaster 
general on the 18th of May last re- 
ported to this honse that the total 
receipts from second cla«s matter or 
newspaper 
postage 
mailed 
from 


offices of publication were only $1,- 
399,048.64, and the postmaster gen- 
eral recommended tbe repeal of post- 
age on second-class matter, and to 
allow newspapers and 
magazines 


mailed at the office of publication to 
be sent free through the wails: This 
is done now within the boundaries of 
counties where newspapers are pub- 
lished. I think we might well take 
dB' tlye7 postage entirely from news- 
papers that are mailed from the office 
of issue and leave the m to go tliiorgh 
the mails free. 


Restoring the Drum in France. 
"There will be war as long as there 


are folks," is an adage probably as 
true as the proposition that retro- 
gression is equal to progression jn 
the operations of nature. 
Recog- 


nizing this fact France has taken a 
backward step to gratify warlike 
emotions and has rehabilitated the 
drum with legal and social rights. 
The drum awakens the sinews of 
war, and only a few moments of its 
rattle are "required to put all notions 
of peace into a dead slumber. War- 
tissues are inborn, ancient and uni- 
versal, and without urging the small 
boy instinctively yearns for a drum, 
a red cap, striped pants and a tin- 
seled jacket—he can take no comfort 
without them, so permeated is his 
tender life with the war spirit. 
It 


shows how intensely barbaric we re- 
main under modern culture, how 
much of the rat-tut-tat and the tat- 
tan-tam we have inherited from Cy- 
bele and Moloch, who, with the noise 
of drams and timbrels loud built 
their temples right against the tem- 
ples of the gods. It seems to matter 
little how hideous and discordant the 
rattle, who can say that the mildest 
lover of peace is not stirred into scar- 
let emotion by the reverberating 
echoes of the tapping of even ama- 
teur drum taps! By some strange i 
sympathetic emotion the heart of the 
tender maid, of the high-born -ma 
tron, or the sturdy peasant woman, 
all are deeply moved or patheticallj 
charmed by tbe most ill-begotten vi 
brations of the fife and drum. The 
Third Republic of France meant ful 
personal liberty, and millennial peace, 
and anything warlike was to be abol- 
ished, and the drum was prohibited. 
Soldiers, sailors, rifles and siege guns 
are harmless withoutthe drum. Bui 
the animate boy couldn't stand the 
repression; the feminine heart pined 
away: tin pans, barrel-heads, empty 
boxes, gongs, brass kettles, anything, 
rather than starve for the morbid 
rattle. The violin, organ, piano, 
guitar, bugles, cornets, &c., were 
suggested, but to no purpose—the 
nation had to give back the idol that 
had a soul—the life, tbe snare and 
the ponderous drum. The steady 
march of long columns or the single 
fairy in pleasure parade may keep 
time with strains of delicate music, 
but the thrill of life is unawakened 
till aroused by the magic lattle of 
the drum and the shrill echoes of the 
bag-pipe or the fifer's plaintive notea 
The imperial edict is out that the 
Republic must die, and instantly the 
mystic drum is restored, to attune 
every heart to the measured step of 
national life
